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Text of Advisory Committee’s Sacco-Vanzetti Findings %

BOSTON, Aug. 6.—Following 


is the text of the report of 
Gov. Alvan T. Fuller’s advisory 
committee which investigated 
the Sacco-Vanzeiti case: 


Your Exceliency: 

Starting on the investigation 
which you have charged us, with 
almost no knowledge of the evi- 
dence in the case of the Com- 
monwealth vs. Sacco and Van- 
zgetti. we ha@ve felt that our first 
duty was to read the full steno- 
graphic report of the trial, then 
the various affidavits and docu- 
ments bearing upon the motions 
for a new trial and thereafter to 
seek and hear such information 
as might throw light upon the 
report to be made to you. 

In doing this we have felt that 
our investigation should be whol- 
ly independent of yours, and, in- 
deed, throughout, the only com- 
munication we have had from 
you is the suggestion of one or 
two people it might be worth 
while to see. 

In conducting the investiga- 
tion we have been guided by a 
few general principles. One was 
that our meetings should not be 
public; that our duty was to 
form our own impartial opinion 
by ascertaining the truth. 

Reasons for Secrecy. 

Having no power to require the 
attendance of witnesses, or com- 
pel them to answer questions, 
they would be much jess likely to 
come before us and speak freely 
if they thought that what they 
said would be published in the 
newspapers. Many of the per- 
sons most able to, throw light 
upon the murder dislike noto- 
riety and criticism by partisans, 
for there has been in this case 
much propaganda by adherents 
of the defense committee to 
which neither the courts nor the 
prosecuting officers could prop- 
erly reply in the public press. 

On the other hand, it. has 
seemed to us important to give 
the counsel for the defense and 
for the commonwealth an op- 
portunity to hear and question 
every one who testified before 
the committee, with the excep- 
tion of Judge Thayer, Chief Jus- 
tice Hall and the jurors, whom 
we did not think should be sub- 
jected to questions by counsel— 
certainly not in the absence of 
specifie evidence of misconduct. 

The committee “had thought 
that this principle should be ap- 
plied also to Mr. Katzmann, the. 
district attorney who tried the 
case, but after he had  talkei 


_with the committee be consented 


to be questioned by Mr. Thomp- 
son. 

With these exceptions, and 
what came incidentally in an in- 
spection of the scene of the mur- 
der and a visit to Sacco, Van- 
zetti and Madeiros in prison, ail 
testimony has been submitted to 
the committe in the presence of 
both counsel; nor has any mem- 
ber of the committee received ev- 
idence separately. ‘ 

Such a course has seemed dé- 
sirable in order to give counsel 
an opportunity to meet and re- 
but any evidence presented to us. 
Moreover, the committee have 
heard all evidence the counsei 
desired to present, and except as 
aforesaid, has investigated in 
their presence any matters that 
seemed to bear on the ques- 
tions before us. 

How Committee Procceded. ~ 

The inquiry that you .have 
asked the committee to under- 
take seems to consist of answer 
ing the three following questions: 

(1) In their opinion, was 
the trial fairly conducted? 

(2) Was the subsequently 
discovered evidence such that 
in their opinion a new trial 
ought to have been granted? 

(3) Are they or are they 
not convinced beyond reason- 
able doubt that Sacco and Van- 
zetti Were guilty of the mur- 
der? 

To us the reading of the sten- 
ographic report of the trial gives 
the impression that the Judge 
tried to be scrupulously fair. 

The cross-examination by Mr 
Katzmann of the defendant Sac- 
co On the subject of his political 
and social views seems at first 
unnecessarily harsh and designed 
rather to prejudice the jury 
against him than for the legiti- 
mate purpose of testing the sin- 
cerity of his statements thereon; 
but it must be remembered that 
the position at that time was 
very different from what it is 
now. 


We. have heard so much 
about the communistic or radi- 
cal opinions of these two men 
that it is hard to put ourselves 
back into the position that they. 
and particulariy Sacco. occupied 
at the time of the trial. There 
had been presented by the Gov- 
ernment a certain amount of evi- 
dence of identification and other 
circumstances tending to con- 
mect the prisoners with the 
murder, of such a character that 
——together with their being 
armed to the teeth and the false- 
hoods they stated when arrested 
-——would in the case of New Fn- 
gland Yankees almost certainly 
have resulted in a verdict of 
murder in the first degree—a re- 
gult which the evidence for the 
alibis was not likely to overcome. 

Under these circumstances it 
seemed necessary to the defend- 
ants’ counsel to meet the infer- 
ences to be drawn from these 
falsehoods by attributing them 
to a cause other than conscious- 
ness of guilt of the South Brain- 
tree murder. 

Defense Put in Radical Ixcne, 

From the statements before 
the committee by the Judge and 


ciared himself a 


by ome of the counsel for the de- 
fendants it appears that Judge 
Thayer suggested, out of the 
presence of the jury, that the 
counse] should think seriously 
before introducing evidence of 
radicalism which was liable to 
prejudice the jury; but at that 
Stage of the case the counsel 
through the danger of conviction 
so great that they put Sacco and 
and Vanzetti on the stand to ex- 
plain that their behavior at and 
after their arrest was due to fear 
for themselves or their friends of 
deportation or prosecution on ac- 
count of their radical ideag, con- 
duct and assertion and not to 
consciousness of guilt of the 
murder at South Braintree. 


We have already remarked 
that at the present moment their 
views on these subjects are well 
known, but they were ‘not so 
clear at the time. 


Save for his association with 
Vanzetti and his own werd on 
direct examination, there was 
up to the time of his cross-ex- 
amination in the case of Sacco 
no certainty that he entertained 
any such sentiments. The Unit- 
ed States authorities, who were 
hunting for reds, had found 
nothing that would justify de- 
portation or other proceedings 
against either of these men. Ex- 
cept the call for a meeting found 
in his pocket, there was no evi- 
dence that Sacco had taken a 
prominent part in public meet- 
ings or belonged to any societies 
of that character; and although 
wholesale arrests of reds—for- 
tunately stopped by the decision 
of Judge Anderson of the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court—had re- 
cently been made in Southeast- 
ern Massachusetts, these men 
had not been among those ar- 
rested. | 

At that time of abnormal fear 
and credulity on the subject lit- 
tle evidence was required to 
prove that any one was a dan- 
gerous radical. Harmless pro- 
fessors and students in our col- 
leges were accused of dangerous 
opinions, and it was almost in- 
evitable that anyone who de- 
radical, pos 
sessed of inflammatory literature 
would be instantly believed. 

For these reasons Mr. Katz- 
mann was justified in subjecting 
Mr. Sacco to rigorous cross-ex- 
amination to determine whether 
his profession that he and his 
friends were radicals liable to 
deportation was true or was 
merely assumed for the purpose 
of the defense. 

Attitude of the Judge. 

It has been said that, while the 
acts and language of the Judge 
as they appear in the stenog- 
raphic report, seem to be correct, 
yet his attitude and emphasis 
conveyed a different impression. 

But the jury do not think so. 
They state that the Judge tried 
the case fairly, that they per- 
ceived no bias, and, indeed, some 
of them went so far as to say 
they did not know when they 
entered the jury room to con- 
sider their verdict whether he 
thought the defendants innocent 
or guilty. 

It may be added that the 
committee talked with the 10 
available members of the jury— 
one, the foreman, being dead, 
and another out of reach in 
Florida. To the committee the 
jury seemed an unusually intel- 
ligent and independert body of 
men, and withal représentative, 


. seven of the 12 appearing to be 


wage earners, One farmer, two 
engaged in dealing in real estate, 
a grocer and a photographer. 
Each of them fee! sure that the 


‘ fact that the ac@éused were for- 


eigners and radicals had no ef- 
fect upon his opinion, and that 
mative Americans would have 
been equally certain to be con- 
victed upon the same evidence. 

Again it is alleged that the 
whole atmosphere of the court- 
room and its surroundings, with 
the armed police and evident 
precautions, were stich as to 
prejudice the jury at the outset; 
while the remark of the Judge 
to the talesmen, that they must 
do their duty, as the soldier boys 
did In the war, was of a nature 
to incline them against the pris- 
oners. 

The jury do not seem to be 
conscious of any such influence, 
or of the presence of any unusual 
number of police, nor do they 
appear to have entered upon the 
case with the slightest predispo- 
sition, in favor of the prosecu- 
tion, some of them at least very 
far from it. We do not think 
these allegations have a serious 
foundation. 


Holds Trial Was Fair. 

To summarize therefore what 
has been said: The committee 
have seen no evidence sufficient 
to make them believe that the 
trial was unfair. | 

On the contrary, they are of 
opinion that the Judge endeav- 
ored, and endeavored successful- 
ly, to secure for the defendants 
a fair trial; that the District At- 
torney was not in any way gulity 
of unprofessional behavior, that 
he conducted the prosecution 
-Vigorously but not tmproperly; 
and the jury, a capable, impar- 
tial and unprejudiced body, did 
as they were instructed. “Well 
and truly try and true deliver- 
ance make.” 

If the trial wae fairly conduct- 
ed we are brought to the second 
point—-whether, on account of 
newly discovered evidence. any 
of the motions for a new tria! 
should have been granted. 6&0 
far exceptions to the denial py 
the Judge of these motions have 
been taken to the Supreme Judi- 
eial Court of the Common-wveaith: 
they have not been sustained 
there: but the counsel for the de- 
fendants contend that the &u- 
preme Court deci@ed only that 
these matters were properiy 
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within the discretion of the 
Judge and that his discretion had 
not been abused. 

They urge, therefore, that 
while the Judge’s discretion was 
not illegally, it was, in fact. 
wrongly, exercised, because he 
was too prejudiced to be impar- 
tial, and that a wholly impartial 
exerc@twe of discretion would have 
brought an order for a new trial. 

There can be no doubt that the 
Judge has been subjected to a 
very severe strain. Apart from 
the responsibility that he has 
borne, the nature of the criti- 
cisms made up on him has had 
its effect; and the committee are 
of opinion that while there is no 
sufficient evidence that this ca- 
pacity to decide rightly the ques- 
tions before him in this case has 
never been impaired, neverthe- 
less he has been in a distinctly 
nervous condition. 

The committee has felt con- 
strained, therefore, to examine 
the motions for a new trial and 
the evidence on which they are 
based, with a view of determin- 
ing whether, in thei ropinion, 
the discretion of the Judge on 
such motion was in fact exer- 
cised. We cannot put ourselves 
in the position of the jury at the 
trial, because we cannot see the 
witnesses upon the stand, and, 
therefore, have not the oppor- 
tunities they possessed of judg- 
ing the weizht to be given to the 
testimony of each witness. 

Motions for New Trial. 

Even if we were to see them 
all now, their appearance may be 
very’ different from what it was 
under cross-examination. But 
the motions for a new trial were 
all heard on affidavits or deposi- 
tions, without oral evidence, and, 
therefore, the committee is in 
the same position with regard 
to their credibility and weight as 
Was the Judge when he heard 
them. 


The first of these motions 
for a new trial is that known by 
the name of Gould. He was a 
bystander through the lapel of 
whose coat a bullet was fired by 
the bandits, and who was ¢-es- 
tioned by the police. He was 
not called as a witness by the 
prosecution, but he was certain- 
ly close to the car, and has 
since made an affidavit to the 
effect thae the men he saw were 
not the defendants. 

Two cuestions arise in his 
First, whether his evi- 
dence, discovered by the defend- 
ants since the trial, is sufficient 
to demand a new trial, and sec- 
ond, whether it shows a sup- 
pression of evidence by the com- 
monwealth. In regard to the 
first, he certainly had an unusu- 
ally goed position to observe the 
man in the car; but, on the other 
hand, his evidence is merely 
cumulative, the defendants hay- 
ing produced a large number of 
witnesses to swear to the same 
thing. 

And it is balanced: by two oth- 
er new witnesses on the other 
side. One is Mrs. Hewins, who 
stated t> Mr. Thomson, as ap- 
pears in one of his affidavits, 
that she bandit car stopped.to 
ask the way at her house, and 
that Sacco was driving it. Sacco, 
if guilty, may have been doing so 
at that moment, or she may 
have mistaken whether he was 
behind the wheel or in the 
other place on the front seat. 

The other witness 1s Mrs. Tat- 
toni, formerly Lottie Packard, 
who claims to have known Sacco 
when he was working in the fac- 
tory of Rice and Hutchins, 
where she also worked, and to 
have seen him at South Brain- 
tree on the morning of Apri] 15 
on Pearl street, The woman is 
eccentric, not unimpeachable in 
conduct; but the committee be- 
lieve that in this case her testi- 
mony is well worth considera- 
tion. 

No Concealing of Evidence. 


There seems to be no reason 
to think that the statement of 
Gould would have any effect in 
changing the mind of the jury. 
The second question is whether 
the failure either to put Gould 
upon the stand or to give his 
name to the defendants amounts 
to’ a suppression of evidence, 
Gould was questioned within a 
few, days of the murder, before 
the present defendants were 
thought of in connection with 
the crime. and apparently was 
not followed up because ft was 
not thought he could give valua- 
ble testimony, whoever the crim- 
inals might turn out to be. By 
occupation he was itinerant, and 
there is no evidence that he had 

an opportunity to see Sacco and 
Vanzetti after they were cap- 
tured and hence to say whether 
ghey were or were not the men 
he had seen at South Braintree. 
There seems to the committee to 
be nothing in the nature of a 
concealment by the prosecution 
of evidence that it believed valu- 
able for the defense, 

Another motion for a new tria! 
is based upon the fact that Wal- 
ter Ripley. the foreman of the 
jury. happened to have in his 
pocket througheut the trial 
three .38-ealiber revolver cart- 
ridges of the same kind as those 
found in the revolver of Van- 
zetti when arrested The Su- 
preme Court, tn the case of that 
motion. as of others held that 


the refusal of a new trial was 
within the discretion of the 
Judge: but. as we have ob- 


‘served, this does not decide’ that 
his discretion was rightiy exer- 
cised. 
No Effect om the Jury. 

There ts no evidence that the 
did 
influence the opinion of the jury; 
but the question for us is wheth-. 
er it may reasonably have @one 
so, and we do not see how it 
ceuld have had any such effect, 
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It was suggested by Albert H. 
Hamilton, who made an affidav- 
it as an expert, that the jury 
might have derived from these 
cartridges an erroneous opifjon 
as to the age of those found In 
Vanzetti’s revolver. It is not 
easy to see how they could have 
formed any such opinion. or 
what material significance there 
was in the age of the Vanzetti 
cartridges. The presence of 
these objects in the jury room 
may have been irregular, but we 
do not see how it could have 
changed the result of the trial, 
and if so, the judge ought not in 
justice to have ordered a new 
trial on that ground. 

Under the same motion was 
intr> ‘ced an afilicavit by Wil- 
liam H. Daly. wherein he says 
t” tipley, when summoned as 
a tclesman, in answer to the 
question by him whether « Was 
to be a juror in this case, replied, 
“Damm them, they ought to 
hang them anyway.” 
extremely improbaLie that Rip- 
ley as so different from other 
men that he desired the dis- 
agreeable task of serving on this 
jury, and he had only to reveal 
what he had said to be excused. 

Yet. in spite of a selective 
process in making up the jury so 
rigorous that out of the first 
500 talesmen only seven were 
taken, he was one of these. He 
did not live to contradict the 
statement and we believe that 
Daly must have misunderstood 
him or that his recollection is at 
fault. 

The fifth supplementary mo- 
tion for a new trial is known by 
the name of Capt. Proctor, the 
police officer who testified as an 
expert on the question whether 
the fatal bullet found in Berar- 
delli's body had been fired 
through Sacco’s pistol At the 
trial he was asked in regard to 
this matter as follows: 

“Q. Have you an opinion as 
to whether bullet No. 3 was 


firea from the Colt automatic 
which is in evidence? A. Tf 
have. 


“Q. Whatis your opinion:? A. 
My opinion is that it is consistent 
with being fired by that pistol.” 

Testimony of Pistol Expert. 

In his affidavit of Oct. 29, 
1923, he says that while he was 
examining the bullet in prepara- 
tion for the trial his attention 
was reepatedly called by the 
prosecuting attorneys to the 
question whether he could find 
any evidence that would justify 
the opinion that the bullet taken 
from the body of Berardelli— 


“which came from a Colt automat- 


ic pistol—came from the particu- 
lar pisto] taken from Sacco, but 
at no time was able able to iind 
any evidence to convince him 
that it came from that pistol; 
that the District Attorney de- 
sired to ask him that question di- 
rectly, but he repeatedly replied 
that if so he would be obliged to 
answer in the negative. 

The two prosecuting attorneys 
in their affidavits denied 
they had repeatedly asked him 
whether he had found evidence 
that the bullet was fired by Sac- 
co’s pistol. And Mr. Williams, 
who interrogated him, added 
that the form of the question was 
suggested by Proctor himself. It 
may be noted that Mr. Katz- 
mann stated to the committee, in 
answer to a question by counsel 
for the Commonwealth, that be- 
fore Proctor made his affidavit 
he—Mr. Katzman—had refused 
to approve Proctor’s bill of $500 
for expert testimony, 

Counsel for the defendants 
claim that the form of the ques- 
tion and answer was devised to 
mislead the jéry, but it must be 
assumed that the jury understood 
the meaning of plain English 
words, that, if Capt. Proctor was 
of opinion that the bullet had 
been fired through Sacco’s pistol, 
he would have said so, instead 
of using language which meant 
that it might have reen fired 
through that pistol. In his charge 
the Judge referred to the expert 
evidence on the question whether 
the bullet had been fired from 
Sacco’s pistol, saying, “To this 
effect the Commonwealth intro- 
duced the testimony of two ex- 
perts, Messrs. Proctor and Van 
Amburgh.” : | 

These two men did testify on 
the subject, the first saying that 
it might have gone through Sac- 
co’s pistol, the second saying that 


it did so; the experts of the de-- 


fendants giving their opinion that 
it could not have gone through 
Sacco's pistol. 
srved that the Prosecuting At- 
torney did not put the words in 
Capt. Proctor’s mouth, but asked 
him simply what ‘his opinion 
was, and that Capt. Proctor, in 
answer, used words that seem 
unadapted to express his 
meaning. 


Not Designed to Mislead. 


It does not seem to us thit 
there is good ground to suppose 
that his answer was designed 
to misiead the jury. We shall 
return to this subject In connec- 
tion with new evidence brought 


to the committee. 


In connection with this motion 
affidavits by the experts, Albert 
H. Hamilton and Augustus H. 
Gill. supported by enlarged pho- 
tographs, were submitted to 
prove that the bullet could not 
have been fired through Sacco’s 
pistol; while other experts, 
Charles Van Amburgh and Mer- 
ton A. Robinson, using the same 
photographs, stated their opinion 
that the marks appearing there- 
on show that the bullet wae fired 
through that pistol. 

The inspection of files follow- 
ing the reading of these affida- 
Vits for the defendants and for 
the Government leads us to the 
conclusion that the latter pre- 
sented the more convincing evi-

dence. We are of opinion, there- 
fore, that the Judge could not 
properly have ordered & RneW 
trial on the Proctor motion. 

Another motion for a new trial, 
denied by the Judge, was never 
brought by exceptions before the 
Supreme Judicial Court. It was 
based upon an affidavit by Lola 
M. Andrews, stating that -her 
evidence of identification at the 
trial was false. This is the wit- 
ness who, on cross-examination 
at the trial, testified that Mr. 
Moore, then counsel for Sacco, 
at an interview with her suggest- 
ed that shé should take a vaca- 
tion in Maine, and that if she 
lost her job in consequence he 
would find her as good or a bet- 
ter one; and who, after that in- 
terview. and after her identifi- 
cation“of Sacco at the Dedham 
jail, was assaulted by a stranger 
at her home. 

Subject to the affidavit on 
which the motion was made, she 
swore to another .1 which she 
said that the former had been 
obtained by a threat -f using dis- 
creditable eyents in her past life 
to the injury of her son; ana 
the statements of Moore and 


show thar they had hunted her 
up and told her they possessed 
the information she claims they 
used. The Judge very properly 
refused to grant a new trial upon 
an affidavit procured in this way 
and Mr. Moore jet the . matter 
drop. 
Confession of Madciros. 

We now come to the motion 
for a new trial, based upon the 
confession of Madeiros, and the 
affidavits that accompany it. 
The exceptions to the den'‘al of 
this motion by Judge Thayer are 
those which in its recent deci- 
sion the Supreme Judicial Court 
has net sustained. 

‘The question. whether a new 
trial ought to have been granted 
in consequence of the confeasion 
of Madeiros depends upon the 
weight which can be attributed 
to it and the importance of the 
evidence offered in corrobora- 
tion. The impression has g¢ora 
abroad that Madeiros confessed 
committing the murder of South 
Braintree. ° Strangely enough, 
this is not really the case. 

He confessed to being pres- 
ent, but not being guilty of the 
murder. That is, he says that 
he, as a youth of 18, was in- 
duced to go with the others 
without knowing where he was 
going, or what was to be done, 
Save timt there was to be a hold- 
up which would not involve 
killing, and that he took no part 
in what wes done. In short. if 
he were tried. his own confes- 
Sion, ff wholly believed, would 
not be sufficient for a verdict of 
murder in the first degree. 

His ignorance of what hap- 
pened is extraordinary, and much 
of it cannot be attributed to a 
desire to shield his associates 
for it had no connection there- 
with. This is true of his ina- 
bility to recollect the position of 
the buildings, and whether one 
or more men were killed. In 
his deposition he says that he 
was so scared that he could re- 
member nothing immediately 


Discrepancies in Confession. 

To the committee he said that 
the shooting brought on an epi- 
leptic fit which showed itself by 
a failure of memory: but that 
hardly explains the fact that he 
could not tell the commission 
whether before the shooting the 
car reached its position in front 
of the Slater & Morrill factory 
by going down Pear! street or by 
@ circuit through a roundabout 
road. Indeed, in his whole testi- 
mony, there is only one fact that 
can be checked up as showing a 
personal Knowledge of what 
really happened, and that was 
his statement that after the mur- 
der the ear stopped to ask the 
way at the house of Mrs. Hewins 
at the corner of Oak and Orch- 
ard streets in Randolph. As this 
house was not far from the place’ 
on a nearby road where Madei- 
ros subsequently lived. he might 
very well have heard the fact 
mentioned, 


In short, if the Government 
were to try to convict him of 
this offense, and he were to say 
that the whole thing was a fab- 
rication to help Sacco and Van- 
zetti, he certainly could not de 
convicted on his owu confession, 
and probably net even indicted. 


How far do the other affidavits 
corroborate his statement? They 
state that Madeiros—who 
seems to have been rather prone 
to boast of his feats—had pre- 
viously told Weeks that he had 
taken part with the -Morrelli 
gang in the South Braintree 
crime, and had talked with the 
Monterios also about it. 

The affidavits further state 
that he was acquainted with this 
gang, which consisted of a 
hardened set of criminals who 
had stolen shoes shipped from 
the Slater and Morrill and Rice 
and Hutchins factories, and were 
accustomed to spot the ship- 
ments when made at such facto- 
ries; that on April 15, 1920, a 
number of that gang were out 
on bail for a different offense 
for which they were afterward 
sentenced — and consequently 
could physically have been at 
South Braintree; that the photo- 
gtaphs of Joe Morrelli showed a 
distinct resemblance to Sacco 
and to whoever shot Berardelli. 
and that of Benkoski to the 
driver of the car—but identifica. 
tion by photograph is very un- 
certain; that Joe Morrelli pos- 
sessed a Colt automatic 33-ca)- 
iber pistol. 

They stated that one of the 
gang was seen in Previdence 


1$ tn a Buick car which. by 
the officer who so reported, wae 


seen no more. In regard to the 
last item, the great improba- 
bility may be noted that bandits 
who intended to hide the car in 
which they made their escape 
should have first shown ft in 
the streets of Providence after 
all but one of the members of 
the gang had already returned 
im another car. 

Even without considering the 
contradictory evidence it does 
not svem to the committee that 
these affidavits to corroborate a 
worthless confession are of such 
weight as to deserve serious at- 
tention, 
Find No Collusion. 

The motion for a new trial 
based on the confession of Ma- 
deiros includes the affidavits of- 
fered to show a combination be- 
tween the District Attorney and 
the secret service officers of the 
Federal Government to convict 
these men of murder in order to 
get rid of them. 

These affidavits we have al- 
ready discussed, and we agree 
wholly with the remark of Mr. 
Justice. Wait in the opinion of 
the Supreme Judicial Court that 
“an impartial, intelligent and 
honest Judge would be compelled 
to find that mo substantial evi- 
dence appeared that the Depart- 
ment of Justice of the United 
States had in its control any 
proof of the innocence of these 
defendants, or had conspired to 


secure their conviction by wrong- 


ful means. After considering all 


the evidence. given in support of » 


the various motions for a new 
trial, we are of opinion that it 
is not so grave, material and 
relevant as to afford a proba- 
bility that it would be a real 
factor with the jury in reaching 
a decision.” 

-There remains a reference to 
new evidence hrought before the 
committee and not hereinbefore 
considered. The only two mat- 
ters that seem to us significant 
are as follows: 

The counsel for the defendants 
produced Albert H. Hamilton and 
Elias Field, who informed the 
committee that {n an automobile 
ride Capt. Proctor had told Ham- 
ilton that tn his real opinion the 
fatal bullet had not been fired 
through Sacco's pistol. After 
the time of this conversation 
Capt. Proctor made the affida- 
vit already referred to, and in 
that, after quoting his testimony 
at the trial. “My opinion is that 
it is consistent with being fired 
by that pistol,” he says, “that is 
still my opinion. 

Proctor Testimony Accepted. 

It seems to us improbable that 
Capt. Proctor who since has died, 
should have stated both at the 
trial and in his affidavits that 
his opinion was consistent with 
the firing of the bullet from Sac- 
co’s pistol, im the meanwhile 
should have said in conversation 
that his opinion was exactly the 
opposite. : 

One of the witnesses filed 
merely overhead Proctor’s con- 
versation with Hamilton about a 
subject with which he was not 
familiar, and the latter stated 


also to the committee that Proc- * 


tor told him he believed before 
the trial the bullet was not fired 
through the Sacco pistol, which 
would be an admission not of a 


misleading statement. but of de- . 


liberate perjury. This charge is 
inconsistent with Proctor’s later 


affidavit and we do not believe . 


Hamilton’s 
point. 

The other significant matter 
brought to the attention of the 
Commitee by the counsel for 
the defense is the statement of 
Jeremiah F. Gallivan, former 
Chief of Police, of Braintree, 
who said that in the cap found 
near the body of Barardefli, 
and claimed by the prosecuting 
counsel to be that of Sacco, the 
rent attributed by them to its 
hanging upon a nail in the 
factory, was in fact made by him 
in attempting to find a name 
under the lining before he de- 
livered the car to the officers, 
investigating the case. This 
‘Statement we believe to be true, 
but the rent in the lining of the 
cCap-is so trifling a matter in the 
evidence in the case that it 
seems to the Committee by no 
means a ground for a new trial. 

Counsel for the defense con- 
tended that between the District 
Attorney and officers of the 
United States secret Service en- 
gaged in investigating radical 
movements there had been col- 
lusion for the purpose either of 
deporting these defendants as 
radicais or of mtirder, and thus 
of getting them out of the way; 
that with this object Mr. Katz- 
mann agreed to cross-examine 
them on the subject of their op- 
inions, and that the files of the 
Federal Department of Justice 
ae material tending to show 

e innocence of . 
pas Sacco — Van- 

In support of these c 
filed affidavits by Aes se 
Weyland, Letherman and Weiss 
which declared that the flies of 
the Federal Department of Jus- 
tice would show the correspond- 
ence that took place in the prep- 
aration of the case: but none of 
these affidavits states or implies 
that there ts anything in those 
files which would help to show 
that defendants are not gulity. 
For the Government to suppress 
evidence of innocence would be 
monstrous, and to make such a 
charge without evidence to sup- 
port it is wrong. , 

No Federal 

Mr. Katzmann, in answer to a 
question by Mr. Thompson, stated 
to the committee that the Fed. 
eral department had nothing to 
do with the preparation of the 
case. and there is no reason to 
suppose that the Federal agents 
knew of the evidence which he 
possessed. He stated also that he 
made no agreement with them

about the cross-examination. 

A Suy named Carbone was, in- 
deed, placed in the cell next to 
that of Sacco, and it was stated 
in an agreement of the su bee- 
quent counsel that this was to 
get from him information relat- 
ing to the South Braintree mur- 
der; but Mr. Katzmann, in 4n- 
swer to a question by Mr. 
Thompson, informs us that that 


is a mistake; that the Federal - 


authorities wanted to put @ man 
there with the hope of getting 
information about the explosion 
on Wall Street. To this he and 
sheriff consented, but no infor- 
mation was in fact obtained. 

Before the committee, Mr. 
Thompson suggested that the 
fatal bullet shown at the trial 
as the one taken from Berar- 
delli’s: body, and which caused 
his death, was not genuine; that 
the police had substituted it for 
another. in order by a false ex- 
hibit to convict these men; but 
in this case again, he offered 
no credible evidence for the sus- 
picion. 

Such an accusation, devoid of 
proof, may be dismissed without 
further comment, save that the 
case of the defendants must be 
rather desperate on its merits 
when counsel feel it necessary to 
resort to a charge of this kind. 

The claim that the District 
Attorney failed to summon wit- 
nesses in favor with the defend- 
ants or to give the names te their 
counsel will be discussed when 
treating of the motions for a new 
trial. 

Mr, James E. King brought 
to the attention of the committ=e 
some calculations he has bee. 
making about the position at v2- 
rious times of the escaping ban- 


“dit car, to the effect that if it 


traveled at the rate of speed the 
witnesses testified it would have 
taken much more time than 
elapsed between the moment of 
the murder and the arrival at 
the Matfield Crossing. He sug- 
gested that the delay could we 
accounted for on the theory that 


| the Morrelli gang had committed 


the murder and spent some time 
in the Randolph Woods, three 
and a half miles from South 
Braintree, while changing from 
a Buick to a Hudson, as ‘le- 
scribed by Maidiciros. 

Data Regarded as Uncertain. 

To the committee it seems 
that the calculations are based 
upon somewhat uncertain dat, 
that the delay is apparently ac- 
counted for by the undisput2i 
fact that the bandits turned oy 
mistake into Orchard § street, 
which leads into a much trav- 
eled highway and to the town of 
Randolph; that, discovering thir 
mistake, they retraced their 
steps and inquired at the He- 
wins house the way to the Ol 
Turnpike. It seems incredibie 
that the bandits, as Mr. King 
supposes, should have spent 
something like 20 minutes if 
woods not far from the road 
and so short a distance from the 
scene of the murder. 

Finally, there is the question 
whether, in our opinion, Sacco 
and Vanzetti are or are not guil- 
ty beyond reasonable doubt of 
the crime of which they have 
been convicted. Of the nature 
of the crime itself there is no 
question. Whoever committed it 
would be sentenced richtly for 
murder in the first degree. 

In the discussion of what 
should be done about Sacco and 
Vanzetti, popular attention has 
been largely diverted by the be- 
lief that they hold unpopular 
views on political and social 
questions. Your committee as- 
sume that this has nothing what- 
ever to do with the question, ex- 
cept so far as it may account for 
conduct that would otherwise be 
taken as evidence of conscious- 
ness of guilt. 

The fact that persons eccused 
are or are not Socialists or rad- 
icals of any type neither § in- 
creases nor lessens the probabil- 
ity of their having committed the 
crime and should be lIeft wholly 
out of accounts except so far as 
in this instance it may explain 
their conduct at and shortly aft- 
er their arrest. : 

Only Part of Evidence. 

The case has been popularly 
discussed as if it were one turn- 
ing mainly upon identification 
by eye witnesses. That, of 
course, is a part, but only a part 
of the evidence. As with the 
Bertillon measurements or with 
finger prints, no one measure or 
line has by itself much signifi- 
cance, yet together they may 
produce a pergect identification. 
So a number of circumstances— 
no one of them conclusive—may 
together make a proof clear be- 
yond reasonabie doubt. 

In the case of Sacco, the chief 
circumstances are as follows? 
He looks so much like one of 
the gang who committed §§ the 
4murder that a number of wit- 
nesses are sure that he is the 
man. Others disagree. But at 
least his genéral appearance 
is admitted by many who deny 
the identity to resemble one of 
the men who took part in the 
affair. 

Then @ cap is found on the 
ground near the body of the 
man he fs accused of killing. 
which bears resemblance tn color 


and general appearance to those 
he was in the habit of wearing.

LYNCHING, KIDNAPING * 


AND RIOT LAID 10 KLAN 


Move to Oust Order Front 
Pennsylvania Contains 
Charges of Causing Deaths. 


By the Associated Press. . 

PITTSBURG, Aug. ¢.—The 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan as 
an organization was charged with 
responsibility for a fatal riot, the 
lynching of a Negro, and the kid« 
naping of a child in affidayits filed 
in Federal Court today, on which 


an order was issued directing the 
organization to show cause why 
it should not be restrained from op- 
erating in Pennsylvania and a re< 
ceiver named over its properties in 
this State. The rule was made re« 
turnable Sept. 5. 

The affidavits were 
five Pittsburg district residents 
against whom the klan recently 
filed suit asking for an order tad 
restrain them from using the name 
of the order in their activities, The 
Klan asked $100,000 damages, al-~ 
leging the men had collected its 
funds and set up a new organiza~- 
tion after being dismissed from the 
klan. 

The defendants were the Rev, 
John FEF. Strayer, Laterob: Dr. 
Charles Hunter, North Bessemerg 
Charles F. Oyer, Wilkinsburg; Wile 
liam C, Davis, Manor, and Van A. 
Barrickman, a Pittsburg attorney, 
All denied the charges. The coun- 
tercharges were in an amended 
answer presented Federal Judge W. 
H. 8S. Thomson at Cambridge 
Springs, Pa., yesterday. 

The three outrages mentioned ig 
the affidavits occurred in the sume 
mer of 1923. 

The defendants charged 
Sam D. Rich, tdentified ag then acte 
ing as “grand dragon” of the klan, 
directed the kidnaping about June 
4 of a 4-year-old daughter of Mra, 
Margaret Ulrich from a Pittsburg 
suburb and “secreted the child in 
the West, where it has never since 
been heard from.” 

Rich further was charged with 
sending out eight or nine hooded 
kKlansmen from his office in Pitts. 
burg about July 6, providing “one 
of them with his own. imperial 
robe,”" and to have directed the 
lynching of a Negro near Beaver 
Falls, Pa. Several men were named 
as members of the band, three of 
whom, the affiduvitg stated, were

Orpheum to Again Cut 
Prices in Battle With 


M otion Pictu re Houses 


Vaudeville Theater Plans New Move to Meet. 
Cinema Competition—The Invasion 
of Foreign Players. 


HE fight between the vaudeville theaters and the motion picture 
T touses—vrougnt on largely by the addition of vaudeville acts 

to the cinema palaces’ stages, is to be hotter this coming season. 
The Orpheum circuit, with the Orpheum Theater here, is expected 
to fire the opening gun in a few days with an announcement of 
another cut in admission prices to take effect when the local variety, 
house opens late this month. It is understood that the top price for 
reserved seats at the night shows at the Orpheum will be put at 
75 cents, with the cheapest seats, in the gallery, as low as 15 cents. 
The Orpheum prospered last season when its highest priced ticket 
was 99 tents—9 cents being for taxes. With a still, lower price 
the vaudeville people expect to get back many more of their old 
customers who were won over by the picture houses, 

Then, too, vaudeville theaters are going in more and more for 
ferture pictures. Today there are only about four vaudeville houses 
in the country which have stuck to the old line, all variety pro- 
These are the theaters in New York, Chicago, Boston and 
Weshington.

The fight of the American Federation of Musicians to bar 
foreign instrumentalists has revealed the increasing dependence of 
America on foreign amusement talent. The majority of American 
moving picture producers are of foreign birth. Every important 
veudeville circuit in America now has scouts in Europe rounding up 
vaudeville performers. The number of American bookers abroad 
now is estimated to be double that of any other season, 


Like the musicians, the actors and movie stars come in under 
the “artist” classification and hence are not subject to the pro- 
visions of the contract labor law. When it was announced that the 
Federation would carry the fight Into Congress if satisfaction were 
not received from the Department of -Labor, there were evidences of 
concern on the part of theatrical producers Who recruit foreign 
talent. é 


CTORS’ Equity Association will take no part in the con- 
A troverss unless the increasing importation of motion picture 

players should make it expedient for the association to join the 
musicians in the stand against foreign “artists.” In discussing this 
Frank Gillmore, secretary of Actors’ Equity, who organized the mo- 
tion picture branch of Equity, said: 

“I have heard expressions of uneasiness among our members 
about the increase in the number of players of foreign birth. As 
tte Association has taken no stand on this, I cannot speak authori- 
t.tively as to what may be done. So far as the legitimate theater is 
concerned, it is true that in the past many of our best players have 
come from foreign countries, particularly from England. America 
has profited greatly from these players and I am not inclined to 
believe the profession would seek to oppose the entry of genuine 
aitists of acknowledged standing. Of course, if large numbers of 
players of more doubtful standing should be brought in, seriously 
c:mpeting with Americans for employment, it would be something 
for the profession to consider.” 

The concern in the movie ranks, referred to by Mr. Gillmore, 
was brought about by the fact that there are now about 425 alien 
born directors and players in the American films comprising many 
of the leaders of the profession. They include, among others, the 
following: France: Lou Tellegen, Jetta Goudal, Adolph Menjou, Gas- 
ton Glass, Monty Banks, Lew Cody and Rene Adoree.

Completion of a number of new 
stretches of highway recently has 
made it possible to drive around 


the delightful triangle of Missouri 
country from St. Louis through 
Springfield, Carthage, Kansas City, 
Sedalia and Jefferson City, a 700- 
mile trip. 

This means that U. S. No. 60 and 
66, running from St. Louis to Kan- 
sas City and Joplin, respectively, 
have been brought to virtual corm- 
pletion, as has U. S. No. 71, which 
parallels the Kansas border. There 
are some stretches of all three 
roads, to be sure, which may be 
relocated or rebuilt, but the exist- 


Equaled Train Time. 

Skidamaree, gypsy car of. the 
Post-Dispatch, toured this triangle 
recently, and was able to exceed or 
equal time of the fastest trains the 
greater portion of the way. The 
Gypsy Baron held the speedometer 
at 40 or 45 miles an hour most 
of the time and went higher only 
momentarily. 

This is an easy trip for three 
days. It can even be made in two. 
It also can be. a vacation jaunt 
lasting a week or more. There are 
half a dozen towns with modern 
hotels.

66 is the main direct route 
from Chicago to Los Angeles, and 
now at last the tourist may traverse 
it without regret. U. 8S. 60 is an 
alternative to U. 8S.

Louis-Kansas City route, via Co- 
lumbia—and a more attractive 
though longer way; No. 71 is a 
north-and-south national route, 
now made almost to the Arkansas 
line, in Missouri, but only about 
half done between Kansas City and 
the Iowa line. 

Wild, Alluring Scenes. 

From Sst. Louis to Carthage— 
which is close to the larger city of 
Joplin—this trip runs either in the 
Ozark Mountains, in the foothills 
or in sight of them. The most 
rugged section is between Rolla and 
Lebanon. From Carthage to Kan- 
sas City it is a rolling, prairie coun- 
try, well wooded, however. There 
are pleasant hills and long straight- 
aways between Kansas City and 
Jefferson City, and then wilder, 
more alluring scenes.

Approximating the now seldom 
used route of old State Highway 
No. 9 from Festus-Crystal City 
through Hematite to DeSoto, runs 
the Joachim river, discovered in 
the days of Spanish 4nquisition and 
named by conquistadors of the 
Spanish crown.

Capitol was held in 1800. Only the Senate 
wing was completed, and the House of Repre- 
‘sentatives met in the basement. President 
Adams, in delivering his address, congratu- 
lated Congress upon meeting for the first 
time “in this solemn temple.’”’ William Cob- 
bett, reporting on the event, ridiculed what he 
called “‘this palpable cant,” elucidating: 

“This ‘solemn temple’ actually will not hold 
over 200 people, and the ‘city’ is a mere 
ragged wilderness in which more money has 
‘been sunk than the whole district for 20 
miles around will ever bring.” 

Robert Morris of Philadelphia, who had 
more confidence in the future, bought large 
blocks of lots at public auction, failed with 
a crash, and went to the Prune Street Prison 
in Philadelphia for debt. Commissioner Car- 
roll, acting on knowledge derived through his 
official position, secretly bought up all the 
‘land he could acquire on the east side of 
‘the Capitol, on the natural assumption that 
the town would grow up there. He held it 
for such extortionate prices that residenters 
went to the north, with the result that the 
city grew up behind the Capitol’s back, in- 
stead of being faced by it.

Senators Brookhart. of Iowa and Nye of 
North Dakota are opposed to both what we are doing 
in Nicaragua and the way we are doing it, and they 
like the suggestion that we ask other Latin-American 
nations to join with us when there is ugly work of 
this sort to do. The New Republic, which agrees that 
the time is past for the sort of thing we are doing, 
thinks the co-operation under discussion might take 
the form of an American League of Nations. It says: 


Dreadful as the incident of Ocotal is, it may - 
prove worth all it has cost. It will serve a 
useful purpose if it causes President Coolidge 
and Secretary Kellogg to stop and think out 
the implications of the course upon which they 
have embarked. It is probably too much to 
expect them to realize that, as the world stands 
today, no nation is wise and good enough to 
rule any other; but at least they may discover 
that a policy which costs us the ill will of all 
Latin America may be too expensive even for 
a country so strong and rich as the United 
States. 


This is our own opinion, as it is that of almost 
every reputable journal in the United States. It is 
also the opinion of United States Senators and mem- 
bers of Congress whose views have been asked by the 
Post-Dispatch. Indeed, the opinion that we can af- 
ford to do what we are doing in Nicaragua, or that 
any lasting good will come of it, is so rare as almost 
to be eccentric. Continuing, the New Republic says: 


The incident has also been denounced round- 
ly in the European press, as an example of 
brutal American imperialism at its worst. We 
have not yet seen the comment,of the South 
American newspapers, but it is not difficult 
to predict its tenor. Nearly the whole world, 
unconvinced of our disinterestedness, and skep- 
tical of our ability to carry out the task we 
have undertaken, looks with horror upon the 
appalling bloodshed with which we enter upon 
the work. 


Since the above was written, we have been hear- 
ing something from both South America and Europe. 
We are set down in both quarters as unthinking and 
brutal. It is almost with glee that Europe, which lost 
so much of her Latin-American trade to us during the 
war, observes that we are bent upon throwing away 
every advantage which was ours as a result of that 
conflict. In conclusion the New Republic voices pre- 
cisely the constructive suggestion made by the Post- 
Dispatch: 


In the long run, whether the present admin- 
istration recognizes it or not, there is only one 
way out of this muddle. If the situation arises 
in any Central American country which calls 
for action by any other Power, that action 
should be international in character; it should 
be taken in accordance with agreements pre- 
viously made, and to which all the parties con- 
cerned have subscribed. What is needed is in 
fact a League of American Nations, in which 
all shall have a voice and no action shall be 
taken by one Power, in defiance of public 
opinion and international law, merely because 
it happens to have the guns and men with 
which to enforce its will. We are incessantly 
preaching this doctrine to Europe as a cure 
for all her ills; but in our own hemisphere 
we refuse to practice what we preach. We 
maintain the Monroe Doctrine as a unilateral 
policy of the United States which Latin Amer- 
ica must accept whether it likes to or not; 
what we do in the Caribbean is our business, 
we say, and no one’s else. It is no wonder, 
therefore, that we are viewed with distrust and 
fear everywhere from the Rio Grande to Terra 
del Fuego. It is the attitude we have invited; 
and it will not change until we abandon our 
pretensions to an overlordship of two conti- 
nents. 


That is right. Our overlordship upon two conti- 
nents has become impracticable. The rest of Amer- 
ica, upon which we are dependent to a great degree 
for trade and friendship, will not stand for it. Big 
as we are, we cannot afford to play the bully. 
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TOMORROW’S SKIES. 


Commander Byrd in his second chapter on “The 
Skies of Tomorrow,” which was printed in Tuesday's 
Post-Dispatch, designated June 4, 1927, as a memor- 
able day on aviation’s calendar. He brackets it with 
the morning and the evening of the Wright's triumph 
which was the natal day and with that day when the 
world accjaimed the glory of Lindbergh. 

June 4 takes its place in history as the date of the 
Chamberlin-Levine flight, which placed the con- 
quest of the Atlantic among the realities, and the 
opening of the Daniel Guggenheim School of Aero- 
nautics at New York University with an endowment 
of $3,000,000. There are now five great university 
centers, established by the Guggenheim fund, for the 
training of aeronautical engineers and research. 
More than a score of universities offer aeronautical 
courses. In those schools Byrd sees the assured fu- 
ture of aviation. He sees the hundreds of eager 
minds enlisted in the service. Those students will be 
taught everything known in the practice of aviation 
and will be encouraged in experimentation and in- 
vention.

THE USUAL HAPPENS. 


Just as we had felt all along it would, the farm 
problem is disappearing as a presidential election 
comes into view. 

From index figures obtained from the Agricultural 
Review, journal of the American Farm Congress, we 
learn that agriculture is gradually overcoming the 
slump which it underwent during the last year. 
Whereas the index figure had dropred to 80 in De- 
cember of 1926, the figure for June of this year was 
87, and that for July will undoubtedly be still higher. 
That these figures really mean improved conditions 
for the farmer is proved by the fact that they are not 
based upon the prices of farm products, but upon the 
amount of other goods those prices will buy, com- 
pared with the average for the years 1909 to 1914, or, 
in fine, the five pre-war years. 

This consummation, as we said in the beginning, 
was to be expected. It is one of those inevitable things 
which are always happening to spoil the best laid 
plans of politicians and publicists. Just as these in- 
dividuals have turned the farm problem into the big- 
gest political issue of the day, just as they have got 
the farmer of the Northwest all ready to desert the 
elephant for the donkey, economic forces, heedless 
of the designs of politicians and publicists, come 
along and knock the farm problem and all its possi- 
bilities into a cocked hat.

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THE ELGIN MARBLES. 

After 20 centuries the Greeks are having their 
renaissance. Naturally, they have turned back to 
the glory that was Greece, which has no parallel in 
history. They are reviving the classic Greek theater, 
and once more they are sitting out under the stars, 
as the old Greeks did, listening to the choruses of the 
ancients and applauding tne genius of the old Greek 
dramatists. They have discovered that Greece has 
something which no other country in the world has, 
and this heritage of culture, though you would hard- 
ly believe it, is the pride and enthusiasm of Greece 
now. 

Nor is this all. Greece wants the Elgin marbles 
back.

HE recent slaughter by our Marines of 


some 200 to 300 Nicaraguans, with the 
loss of only one Marine, cannot be called 
“fighting.” It was nothing short of mas- 
sacre, and from eyeéry standpoint must be 
a source of humiliation to the people of the 
United States.

His saloon and gambling estab- 
lishment in Skagway was one of 
the most elaborate the Northwest 
ever saw. It had only one rival 
for size and none for ferocity -.or 
double dealing. To the smaller fry 
among the gamblers he was a 
source of constant torment. He 
compelled them to pay a license 
to him to operate. He _ forced 
them to split 50-50 on their win- 
nings. He was the empire and 
they the tributary colonies. They

Jefferson Smith, better known 
as Soapy, P guone> aphed in his 
saloon and gambling house at 
the height of his reign of terror. 


Reid and Soapy were friends. 
They always spoke on the street, 
and Reid was the only man who 
never called him Soapy. He al- 
ways addressed Smith as Jeff. 
They used to drink together and 
sometimes dine together, but on 
questions of law and order they 
were in direct conflict. Each 
seenred to sense the fact that some 
day they would clash and fight it 
out to the death. There was some-

quailed at the crack of his whip. 

When trade was bad, Smith would 
send out his gunmen to round up cus- 
tomers and drive them into his saloon. 
Then if they didn't play he would 
sound a bugle, mount a platform and 
lecture them, moralizing on the evils 
of throwing money away in “these 
crooked gambling houses.” 

“Now, in here.”” he would say to 
them, “you know you can get a square 
deal. Why go to a crooked place and 
be robbed?” 

“You boys go out and bring that 
money in here where it belongs,” he 
would say to his gunmen. And they 
would go and bring it. At the point 
of revolvers they would take it from 
the tills of the other houses. 


care of unsavory detaiis like these 
Soapy never Was a solo player. Like 
a wolf, he worked in the pack. He was 


|: WAS always the gang that took 


a born gangster. He directed, and his 
yes men did the dirty work. Though 
he always carried two big revolvers on 
his hips and a small one under his left 
armpit, and flourished them with great 
show of bravado, it isn’t on record that 
he ever killed a man himeelf in his 
life. That ts, no man except Frank 
Reid. whom he shot fatally after Reid 
had given him his own death wound. 
Met casually on the street or In the 
saloon. Soapy was the most genial of 
men. He was intensely vain and prid- 
ed himself upon his liberality, especial- 
ly to charitable causes. Far and wide 
hd wae celebrated as “easy pickings 
for the down-and-outer. This and his 
kindness to children won him many 
friends and defenders who were loath 


to war against him. Stephens was one 
of the small boys to whom the gambler 
wae kind. 


aa, | ORE than once,’ Stephens 
told me, “Soapy Smith has 
tousied my hair and given 
me $20 for a newspaper. He used 
to be deeply interested in the exploits 
of Aguinaldo, who was a headliner in 
those days. ‘Here, kid, bring me a pa- 
per and let me read about Aggie,’ he 
would say. ‘Take this double saw- 
buck (a $20 bill) and keep the change. 
Don't get drunk on it, either. Come 
back again some time. Anybody will 
tell you-who I am.’ 

“Everybody did know him and 
everybody called him Soapy. He was 
proud of that nickname. And nobody 
who saw him once ever forgot his 
black whiskers and eyebrows and his 
big cigar. He used to smoke a cigar 
called ‘Black Africana.’ It was eight 
inches long and an inch thick in the 
middle. He would smoke it clear 
down to the lip. He was usually the 
noisiest man around, but he was not 
exactly a desperado. He was rather a 
good fellow who was a bad citizen. 

“There were two things Soapy 
couldn't stand. He couldn't stand it to 
see a kid in distress and he couldn't 
stand competition. It offended his 
vanity. If somebody gave 8100 to 
charity, he gave $200. Once a young 
widow with a small child came up to 
Skagway to teach schoo) and became 
stranded. A subscription list was be- 
ing circulated to raise money to send 
her back to her home itn Virginia. It 
Wae presented to Soapy He went 
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straight to her. ‘How much is the 
fare back to your home?’ he asked. 
She said it was $177. ‘Then take this 
big finef,” he said, presenting her with 
a $500 note, ‘and go on back. I'm boss 
of this merry-go-round and we'll run 
things my way.’ With that he tore 
up the subscription list. He felt in- 
sulted because she hadn't come to him. 

“It was the same way with down- 
and-outers who came back over the 
trail. He would bawl them out for 
being hungry and for not coming to 
him sooner. He would then see 
the stranger out of trouble. He would 
do all these things, and yet he would 
not scruple an instant to rob a pros- 
pector of his gold and send him away 
@ pauper. It all depended on how the 
stranger came to him.” 


S STEPHENS tells the story, 
A ters were two things Soapy 
Smith respected and feared. They 
were the Canadian Mounted Police and 
Frank R. Reid. He used to say that 
a country which had an organization 
like the mounted police was a bum 
country to live in. So he kept out of 
Canada. He was almost as respect- 
ful of Reid. 
Reid was 54 and some 16 years old- 
er than Soapy, but he was a hard fron- 
tiersman. He could shoot fast and 
accurately. He had come to Alaska 
as a Government surveyor and had laid 
out Skagway. His hobby was law en- 
forcement He believed the citizens 
shoulaé take the law into their own 
hands when the Government authori- 
ties couldn't enforce it 
Except on points of law and order 


thing strangely prophetic about 
this. Standing at the bar, Soapy used 
to say: “Frank, there's only one man 
in Alaska who can get me. If I'm ever 
got, you'll be the man who will do it.”’ 

Reid's reply was laconic: 

“I know it, Jeff.”’ 

Along about the first of July, 1898, 
conditions in Skagway had reached a 
crisis. Lawlessness was running ram- 
pant. Citizens hitherto submissive 
were beginning to speak openly of de- 
fiance. Then came the last straw. 

Trudging over the trail from Daw- 
son one day came Alexander Stewart. 
He had played against the Arctic and 
gathered up his winnings. With his 
poke, containing $3000 of gold dust, 
he was on his way to the outside. Into 
lawless Skagway trudged the tired 
prospector and parked his gold at 
Soapy Smith's saloon. There were no 
banks there at that time, and it was 
customary for returning miners to 
leave their pokes at hotels or in sa- 
loons for safe keeping 


HAT evening Stewart called for 

his poke. It was on July 2 

Smith and his bartenders looked 
at him in feigned amazement. “Who 
the hell are you?’’ they asked. 

He tried to explain. 

‘We never saw you before. Get the 
hell out of here.” 

Stewart got out, but he went 
straight to Frank Reid. It was the 
third time such a thing had happened 
within a week. Reid's patience was ex- 
hausted. The next night he calied a 
mass meeting to organize a law and 
order league. What happened’ 

Soapy Smith broke it up. With his 


kagway 


gunmen he invaded the hall and seized 
the gavel. Rapping sharply for atten- 
tion, he addressed the gathering. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, “this meeting 
is adjourned.” 

It was. If anybody loitered or grum- 
bled he was jabbed in the ribs with a 
revolver in the hands of a gunman and 
driven out. Reid submitted rather than 
precipitate a general fight. On July 
4 Reid tried another meeting late at 
night. It waa broken up in the same 
way. Then he resorted to strategy. 

Stretching out a mile and a quarter 
into the harbor in front of Skagway 
were four causeways leading to the 
steamship docks which formed a T at 
the end. Reid planned a third meet- 
ing, to be held on one of these docks. 
which could be reached only by the 
causeway. It was set for the evening 
of July 8. He himself would guard the 
18-foot approach and if Smith attempt- 
ed to force an entry, death would be 
the consequence. 


N THE appointed day, three men 
Ore guard at the dock  ap- 

proach, admitting known citl- 
zens until about 7 p. m. Then Reid, 
armed with two .45-caliber Colt’s re- 
volvers, took his post and sent the 
other guards away against their pro- 
tests. He expected a finish fight. Fif- 
teen feet in front of the dock approach 
he stretched a surveyor’s chain. It 
was the dead line. 

During the day, Smith ignored the 
three subordinate guards. He held 
them in contempt. But when his in- 
formers reported that Reid had taken 
his position he went quickly into 
action. Gulping down six or eight 
drinks and arming him@elf with a cav- 
alry carbine, he started for the dock, 
followed closely by his gang of some 
200 armed men and followed at a 
greater distance by almost the entire 
population. Stephens saw him going 
and trailed along to watch the fight. 

‘“‘He appeared to be drunk,’’ Steph- 
ens said. ‘‘He would stagger and fal! 
back a few steps. Then his hench- 
men would jostle him up to the front 
and urge him on. Nobody tried to 
stop him. Frank Reid saw him com- 
ing. Alone, he stood there with two 
guns against 400. It was the coolest 
exhibition of courage I ever saw.” 

On to his death went Soapy Smith, 
to his death and Reid's. When he was 
60 feet from the dead line, Reid shout- 
ed a challenge, warning him of what 
would happen if he crossed the chain. 
Soapy ignored the challenge. He was 
two paces from the line when Reid 
*shouted a second warning. It was 
heard 100 yards away, but Smith fal- 
tered not a fraction of a second. Two 
paces, one pace—just as Srhith's right 
foot crossed the chain, two shots were 
heard almost simultaneously. Two bul- 
lets from Reid's revolvers struck him 
in the chest. He lurched backward 
at the impact and then recovered 

Sinking slowly forward on his 
knees, he brought the carbine up 
under his right armpit. He took no 
aim. His black flinty eves were fas- 
tened on Reid. His right knee touched 
the ground. As his left knee came 
down he fired. The bullet caught Retd 
low inthe abdomen. A soft-nosed bul- 
let, it spread an inch and a half and 
tore an ugly wound. Both men fell. 


two bullets had pierced both of 

Smith's lungs, causing § internal 
hemorrhage He died literally from 
suffocation—suffocated by his own 
blood. Among all those followers, not 
one was there to go to his assistance 
His gane scattered and fled. He was 
deserted. He died alone, beating the 
earth with his arms 

Reid was rushed to a hospital un- 
conscious. His room was flooded wit! 
Arctic flowers and President McKin 
ley sent him a message of encourage 
ment He lingered for three weeks 
then one day his nurse went to takes 
his temperature and found she had 
placed the thermometer between the 
lips of a dead man. His funeral was of 
unprecedented magnitud@ 

‘“‘He gave his life for the honor of 
Skagway. says the legend engrave’ 
upon his tomb 

Scarcely 29 feet separates his grave 
from that of Soapy Smith. Wrapped 
in a Mackinaw bianket, Smith was 
buried in a rough spruce box. A wood- 
en siab was set up to mark hia reating 
place in the cemetery of murdered 
men, of murderers and men who died 
on Heartbreak Trai!. School children 
were taught to spit upon his grave— 
and to doff their hats when passing 
the tomb of Reid 

The shots which ended the life of 
Soapy Smith did more than rid the 
country of its worst bad man. They also 
sounded the death knell of lawlessness 
in genera! Members of his band 
were speedily rounded up Forty 
or fifty were sent to Federal peniten- 
tiaries for long terms and the others 
were banished from Alaska. The des- 
perate days were over. The great skul!

The 
is an incomplete copy in the Vatic 
according to Dr. Volibehr, but his cop 
is the only complete one. 

Any one of several Caxton prints. 

A ritual book printed in the He 
brew language, with the autograph of 
Soncino, the Hebrew printer. 

A Spanish book, ‘Flos Sanctorum, 
from Santiago, printed by Juan de 
Bobadilla, in 1480. 

Other priceless volumes in the col 
lection which Dr. Vollbehr would place 


in St. Louis are an “hour book" give 
to Henry VIII in 1518 by the King of 


France; an “Exhortation to Virtue” 
Printed in China in 1405, 45 years 
fore the invention of printing ip Eu 
rope, and an anti-Semitic work printed 
at Strassburg in 1470 and bound 4 
Paris in human skin.

Obtain if the collection remained id 
private hands.
